Dr. Louis Rose, a consult- 
ing psychologist of Wimpole 
Street, stated that when he 
first saw Mr. Clive on June 
19. he said he had no ap 
preciation of life; he had 
given up the struggle and was 
drinking to excess to regain 
his self confidence. 

Mr. Clive also complained 
of tension, of being worried 
about small things and of 
being terrified of loneliness. 
He thought of killing himself. 

His interests were limited. 
He said he hated television 
and he would not go to the 
cinema and would never read. 

The doctor decided that Mr. 
Clive was suffering from a 
personality disorder with a 
neurotic pattern. The im- 
mediate trouble was depres 
sion, tension and fear. Suicide 
was always a risk in a case 
like this. 


HEAVY BOUT 
Dr Noel Moynihan of 
Sloane Court West, Chelsea, 


who had been treating Mr. 
Clive since February 1964, 
said he had been brought 
to him by a friend because he 
had been drinking very 
heavily at the time. 

The doctor found that the 
drinking was caused by under- 
lying depression. Mr. Clive 
was given anti - depressive 
drugs which helped him for 
some months but did not 
entirely improve his com 
dition. A consulting psychia- 
trist at Westminster Hospital 
was called in. 

In course of time Mr. Clive 
improved enormously and in 
September 1964 the depres 
sion had left him. He had 
another very heavy depres- 
sive bout in April last and 
was again seen by a psychia- 
trist and was admitted to the 
Gordon Hospital, Westmin- 
ster 

He improved for a short 
while and the depression left 
him again, but he had an 
episode of extreme excita- 
bility and tension. At the end 
of June he said in effect that 
it would be a good thing if he 
took a lot of sleeping tablets.

ger he was admitted to a 
nursing home in St. George’s 
Square, Pimlico. He was then 
seen by Dr. Rose who sent 


him to a nursing home in

NEW JOB 


The doctor said he last saw 
Mr. Clive on July 29. He was 
very much better. He was not 
a bit depressed had 
talked about the future and 
his confidence about going 
into a new job. 

Mr. Jonathan Blackburn, 
who shared the flat with Mr. 
Clive said he had known him 
for three years. Physically he 
was quite sound but his 
mental health was poor. 

On Saturday July 31. Mr. 
Clive said he felt depressed 
and complained of nervous 
tension. A doctor called the 
next day and gave him an 
injection which made him 
drowsy. 

The next morning, Mr. 
Blackburn said, he found Mr. 
Clive lying on the floor. 

P.C. David Davis said he 
was called to the flat at 9 a.m. 
on Monday August 2. Mr. 
Clive, who had a gun shot 
wound in the left side of the 
head, was lying dead on the 
floor. Resting on the foot of 
the bed was a 12 bore shot 


gun. 

Professor C. K. Simpson, 
pathologist, said the cause of 
death was a firearm wound 
which would cause death in- 
stantaneously. It was chara- 
cteristic of a self-inflicted 
wound.
